A special edition of the local Cuban 
newspaper was published this after- 
noon asking all loyal Cubans to as- 
semble at the office of the junta at 8 
o’clock to join in a torchlight parade in 
honor of the young woman’s delivery. 

All the employés of the New York 
Journal emphatically denied tonight 
that the young woman was in the city, 
and a tour of. all the rooms in the 
Journal office proved the falsity of the 
rumor that she was secreted there. It 
was stated at the Journal office at mid- 
night that all rumors concerning the 
presence of Miss Cisneros in the city 
are unauthorized and untrue. 

BLANCO AND THE QUEEN.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A_ dispatch 
from Madrid says the Minister of War 
has cabled to Gen. Weyler to embark 
for Madrid, handing over the command 
to the Marquis de Ahumada or Gen. 
Linares. All high civil officials and 
lieutenants of Weyler 
will be replaced promptly. The govern- 
ment telegraphed an order to cease in- 
stantly all rigorous methods of war- 
fare practiced hitherto. 

The government has received unfa- 
vorable intelligence of. the revival of 
the insurrection in the Philippine Isl- 
ands.

Six filibustering expeditions from Japan 
and China have landed arms and. war 
stores on various parts of the coast. 
Considerable reinforcements will have 
to be sent to Manila before the fine 
season opens, when. the rebels are 
likely to resume. offensive operations 
because the present Governor, Marshal 
Rivera, has sent home half the Enu- 
ropean force, believing the rebellion to 
be subdued. 

Marshal Campos declined to go to the 
Philippines, believing his presence in 
Spain more necessary, if the eventuali- 
ties of the colonial wars should make 
military dictation necessary. 

HUDSON RIVER EXPEDITION.

From the returns there is little hope 
in the yellow-fever situation. The 
Board of Health is daily demanstrating 
that with a fair show it is possible 
for modern science to restrict and 
stamp out the disease. But the peo- 


ple who must suffer from a strict ap- 
plication of scientific methods rcbel, 
the result being that the pathway of 
the board is beset with difficulties. 

If there was strict compliance with 
the health laws, if prompt report was 
made of cases, the fever germs would 


be quickly wiped out. . But it begins 
to look now as if frem thirty to forty 
cases and from four to six deaths 


would be daily reported until frost putg 


in an appearance. 

Today as on nearly every day since 
the fever first appeared here, about 
50 per cent. of the fatalitie s were traced 
to neglect and a disposition. to hide 
eases until it was toa late to do any- 
thing to save life: The case of Robert 
Hite was reported today. He had heen 
ill some time. People in the vicinity 
where he lived knew that he was ill, 
but no report was made to the authori- 
ties, and the announcemeni of the Hite 


case was almost contemporaneous with 
his death.

The reading of an encouraging mes- 
sage from boston, remitting $100, was 
followed by three cheers for the Stars 
and Stripes. :

Townsend by Steamer, 


| RICH CLAIMS BUT NOT GAUDY. 


PROVISIONS ARE PLENTIFUL AT 
REASONABLE PRICES. 


Bonanza King Galvin on the Riches 
of the Klondike—Railronad for 
Chilkoot Pass—Parties from 
Over Dalton Trail, 


. [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Oct. 
11.—As an. evidence that gold found 
elsewhere than at Klondike, the 
steamer City of Topeka, which arrived 
this evening from Alaska, brought 
down an aggregate of $200,000 in gold 
dust, all from Cook’s Inlet, the result 
of this summer’s work. This amount is 


| distributed among eighty-five men, Who 


are coming out to spend the winter in 
a place where climatic conditions are 
more favorable than the country they 
have just left. 

On the 22nd of September 116 men left 
Cook’s Inlet on the steamer Perry for 
Sitka where they took the City of To- 
peka for Puget Sound. Thirty-one of 
the party stopped at Juneau where 
they will. spend the winter. No rich 
strikes are reported at Cook’s Inlet but 
the average is $5 in dust every day they 
worked. On rare occasions a man 
would pan out $10 per day and often as 
low as $3. 


Among the passengers was Robert 
Michaelson, who has been in Cook’s In- 
let for ten years, and whois making 
his first visit to the outside world in 
that time. He brought out several 
thousand dollars, how much he would 
not state. Michaelson will spend the 
winter at his old home in South Da- 
kota. 

H. A. Schemser has upward of $10,000 
after a stay of seven years. He is go- 
ing to San Francisco for the winter, 
and will return in the spring. He owns 
four of the best claims in the entire 
group. 

._T. J. Riley of New York, who went to 
Cook’s Inlet in March, 1896, and stayed 
there all winter for the reason that he 
had not sufficient money to pay his way 
down, was also a passenger on the To- 
peka today. He is the owner of two 
quartz claims,on Bear Creek, in one of 
which the ledge is two feet wide and 
assays $150 per ton. 
eight feet wide and assays $50 per ton.

Provisions are reported as being 
plentiful at reasonable prices at Cook’s 
Inlet.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Oct. 11.—Pat Gal- 
vin, who arrived here Saturday from 
Dawson City, and who is recognized as 
one of the bonanza kings of the Kiqn- 
dike, where he has been engaged in 
mining for the past three years, in an 
interview today reviewing the gold re- 
gions of the north and estimating their 
probable output, said: 

“There are 461 claims which have 
been in operation sufficiently to prove 
their richness. There are 280 other 
claims staked out, but not developed, 
which, by reason of their location in 
connection with other claims shown to 
be very rich, I have no doubt will prove 
equal to the other 461. | 

“Taking these 741 claims and figuring 
out their cubic contents and making a 
conservative estimate, I do not see why 
the output from these claims alone 
should fall short of $50,000,000.” 

Mr. Galvin unhesitatingly declared 
that nothing which had been published, 
so far as he knew, even approximated 
the truth of what is really contained in 
these great gold fields. 


CHILKOOT RAILWAY.

entirely on credit to the miners, and 
did not lose a dollar, they making a 
small clean-up so as to allow him to 
leave February 22 last.

DECISION ON WATER RATES, 


Supreme Court and the Case from 
San Diego. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 11.—The Su- 
preme Court on Saturday rendered an 
important decision, given out today, 
reversing a decision of the Superior 
Court of San Dego county and estab- 
lishing the principle that the action of 
the governing body of a municipality 
in fixing water rates is final and with- 
out appeal. | 

In accordance with the Constitution 
and the Act of the Legislature of 1881 
the Town Council of San Diego passed 
an ordinance in February, 1890, regu- 
lating the charges to be made by the 
San Diego Water Company. This ac- 
tion was taken after a full investiga- 
tion of the cost of constiuction and 
maintenance of the company’s plant. 
The water company made no legal ob- 
jection until the ordinance had run its 
, life and the rates established by the. 
Council had been collected for the year 
1890-91. It then brought action against 
the members of the legislative and ex- 
ecutive departments of the munici- 

lity to annul the ordinance and en- 

in its enforcement. The Sueprior 
Court gave judgment for the water 


| 


company, declaring the ordinance void 
and enjoining its enforcement. 

The city of San Diego appealed to 
the Supreme Court, which has decided 
that the judgment of the lower court 
must be reversed and ‘the cases re- 
manded for a rehearing to the Superior 
Court of San Diego county. 

The decision, which was written by 
Justice Van Fleet, was concurred in 
by the other judges, with the exception 
of Chief Justice Beatty, who filed a dis- 
senting opinion. The Supreme Court 
takes up at length each finding and 
contention of the lower court, and, 
while it concedes the actual confisca- 
tion of property cannot be made, at the 
same time the power given to the legis- 
lative body of a city by the Constitu- 
tion and through the Legislature can- 
not be questioned. 

The gist of the decision is that the 
Constitution gave authority to the Leg- 
islature to pass an act empowering the 
municipal .council to fix water rates, 
and made no provision curtailing that 
power... It is held that 3% per cent. 
is above the rate commonly secured by 
stockholders of similar corporations. 
Such being the case there was no con- 
fiscation of property in the act of the 


| Council of San Diego in lowering the 


rates. 
This decision affects every munici- 


pality in the State where water is fur- 
nshed to the inhabitants by a person 
or corporation. 


PRESTON SCHOOL. 


Rotten State of Affairs in the Ione 
Reformatory.

ZELAYA’S STRONG HAND. 


HE WOULD 
ALL OPPOSITION TO HIM. 


Brings Suspected Persons in Large 
Nambers in Chains from Their 
Homes—Imprisoned the Consul 
for Costa Rica—The Latter 
Power Disposed to Fight, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) Sept. 26.— 
[Correspondence of the Associated 
Préss, wired from Chicago Oct. 11.] 
The revolution has been suppressed. 
It has been a, weak effort thus far by 
some ofthe ablest men in Nicaragua. 
They had no arms, and the people, who 
were disposed generally to rally to the 
leaders, learning this, soon hid away 
in the woods. 

President Zelaya is taking strong 
measures to suppress forever the spirit 
of opposition to his rule. He is bring- 
ing suspected persons in large numbers 
in chains from their houses to the 
penitentiary at Managua without trial, 
and is imposing very heavy fines on 
them and on the absent supposed sym- 
pathizers with the revolution. 

he danger of continuance of war to- 
day is the fact that Zelaya has im- 
prisoned and treated with much indig- 
nity Sefior Beche, Consul at Managua 
for Costa Rica, a warm personal friend 


of President Iglesias of Costa Rica.} 


Beche was at Granada at the time the 
revehition~commenced~ there, on the 
night of September 12. The Consul was 
arrested on suspicion of being an ac- 
tive participant in the revolution. It 
is quite probable that the Diet of the 
Greater Republic of Central Amreica 
will recall Sefior Beche’s exequateur, 
and then probably he will be sent out 
of Nicaragua without trial. But it ap- 
pears that Costa Rica has declared a 
state of war, and is concentrating her 
forces to resent the alleged insult. 

The indications are that Nicaragua 
desires war and may provoke war with 
Costa Rica, d that the latter is now 
about as anxious to fight Nicaragua 
as she has heretofore been to prevent 
a war. The recent revolution fur- 
nishes evidence of widsspread dissatis- 
faction, now intensified by the Span- 
ish chains and money, to which some 
men of prominence have been subjected 
and it appears to have aroused and 
involved Costa Rica. 

As the majority of the insurgents 
have gone into Costa Rica ,they may 
soon again reappear well-armed in 
Nicaragua to resume the _ struggle. 
Ex-President Cardanos has escaped 
into Costa Rica, and Gen. Pais, the 
leader of the recent revolution. has 
done the same. 


THAT ENGLISH CONCESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

“Another diplomatic controversy be- 
tween the United States and Ni a 
is impending as a result of the action 
of Nicaragua in granting a concession 
to an English corporation which, it is 
believed, conflicts with that given to 
the Maritime Canal Company of New 
York. Fearing injury to the rights of 
the American corporation, the State De- 
partment recently cabled to Minister 
Baker at Managua, directing him to 
examine the concession, and in case it 
conflicted with that of the canal com- 
pany, to enter a strong protest. 

“The most important feature of the 
contract between the English corpora- 
tion, known as the Atlas Steamship 
Company, Limited, and the Nicaraguan 
government, next to that which con- 
fers exclusive navigation rights upon 
the company, is that which disclaims 
any intention to conflict with the canal 
concession. 

“*This concession,’ the contract reads, 
‘will not be an obstacle in the way of 
the contracts which the government 
has relative to the opening of the inter- 
oceanic canal along the same line, nor 
will it affect the contract for the same 
which has been made.’ 

“In consideration of the great ex- 
penses to which the company will be 
subjected, the government ‘gives it 
the exclusive right of steam navigation 
in the Silico lagoon for thirty years 
from the final approval of this con- 
tract, and the exclusive right for the 
same time of construction of tram- 
ways and railroads along the line and 


| at the best places to avoid the obsta- 


cles on the River San Juan.’ 
“Apparently this section conflicts 
with the concession awarded the Mari+ 
time Canal Company, which provides 
that ‘the company shall have the right 
to construct and operate a railway 
along the whole extent of the canal, or 
those parts of the same that may be 
considered convenient for the better 
service and operation of the said work. 
The State binds itself to abstain from 
granting a concession to a railroad such 
as might compete with the canal for 
the transportation of merchandise.’ 
“The contract gives the Atlas Com- 
pany the right to appropriate the lands 
of private parties which are required 
for the right-of-way. The company is 
obliged to make with its steamers at 
least three trips a month between Gra- 
nada and San Juan del Norte and vice 
versa, and to touch at least once a 
month at all the inhabited ports of the 
lake. The passenger and freight rates 
will be in the money of the country. 
In case of war the steamers of the 
company may be used by the govern- 
ment. The company is obliged, when 
it is possible to do so, to begin work on 


all ports of the San Juan, so that the}. 


navigation can be carried on during the 
entire year without interruption. 

“The government agrees to pay the 
company $5000 silver for each mile of 
railroad constructed between Colorado 
Junction and Silico lagoon, thus mak- 
ing rapid transportation to the port of 
San Juan del Norte, or Greytown. The 
contract prohibits its transfer to any 
other person or foreign company, and 
specifies that it shall not be transferred 
to any government. It is forfeitable in 
case the railroad referred to is not com- 
pleted within three years. ca 

“The Maritime Canal Company's con- 
cession contains an article relating to 
a concession given in 1877 by the Nica- 
raguan government to F. Alex Pellas, 
which is similar to that grantéd to the 
Atlas Company. The Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment expressly announces, however, 
that the Maritime Canal Company had 
the right of expropriation against Mr. 
Pellas. The authorities believe that the 
Atlas Company's concession conflicts 
just as much with that belonging to

AMERICAN CROPS. 


Report for October by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The Octo- 
ber report of the Statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture shows the 
condition of corn on October 1 to have 
been 77.1, as compared with 79.3 on 
September 1, with 90.5 October 1, 1896, 
and 82.5 the average for the last ten 
years. 

The preliminary estimate of the yield 
per acre of rye is 16.1 bushels or 2.9 
bushels per acre greater than the Octo- 
ber estimate of the crop of 1896. 

The condition of barley shows an 
improvement of 1.2 points during the 
month, standing on October 1 at 87.6 
points. The average in California ‘is 
higher than on Septem- 

er 1. 

The condition of tobacco declined 5.2 
points and Irish potatoes declined 5.1 
points during September.

SNUB. 


MAYOR SNYDER’S VETO DOES NOT 
CUT MUCH ICE, 


His Investigations inthe Boiler De- 
partment Yield Results Which 
Would be Interesting if True. 
Fire Hose Contract to be Read- 
vertised. 


Mayor Snyder made an effort yester- 
day to mould: municipal legislation, 
but it proved a rather ignominious 
failure. A decided snub was adminis- 
tered to His Honor by the Council. 
coupled with the broad intimation that 
he didn’t know what he was talking 
about. Nickell alone made a feeble at- 
tempt to defend the Mayor, but he 
found no support, all the other Council- 
men, Democratic as well as Republican, 
voting against him. 

The episode was the result of a mes- 
sage received from Mayor Snyder, ve- 
toing the amendment to the boiler or- 
dinance, passed recently by the Coun- 
cil. The original ordinance, which was 


passed in March, also failed to meet 


with the Mayor's approval and was 
passed over his veto. At that time he 
predicted that the boiler department 
could not, under that ordinance, be 
self-sustaining and that it must be- 
come a burden upon the city. In-yes- 
terday’s message to the Council the 
Mayor stated that he had been making 
a thorough examination of the records 
of the City Auditor and the Boiler In- 
spector, and the result had fully con- 
vinced him of the accuracy of his 
prophetic vision. As a matter of fact 
the Mayor's discovery proved to be, 
appropriately enough, a mare's nest. 

The results of his researches were set 
forth in his message as follows: 

“Since the time ordinance numbered 
4102 went into effect, and up to the first 
of the present month, the receipts of 
the department were, in full: For boiler 
inspections, $1005; for examinations of 
engineers, $252; from other sources, $23: 
total receipts, $1260. The expense for 
maintaining the dWGepartment during 
this time would be: Salary of boiler in- 
spector, $700; assistant inspector, $525: 
board of engineers, $105; incidental ex- 
penses, $196; total, $1526. Here is a dif- 
ference in disbursements over receipts 


to the amount of °$266, a_ dif- 
ference that must be taken from 
the pocket of the taxpayer. And 


it must be remembered, too, that the 
receipts of the department must have 
been, as a matter of course, much 
larger during the last seven months 
than they can be at any other time in 
the year, for a large percentage of the 
boller inspection Heenses and fees for 
examining engineers were collected in 
the early months of the year and will 
net be again collectible till next spring. 


“Fom the next five months the total 
expense for conducting the de partment, 
making no provision fer incidentals, 
will be $1025, which amount segregated 
is as follows: Boiler inepoctor, 8600; as- 
Fistant, $375; examining engineers, $150. 
It is an absurdity for any one to say 
that the receipts will be even half for 
the next five months of what they were 
apportionately fur the. last Feven 
months; but even granting that the 
average for each of the next five 


months will be the same as the average 
for the last seven months, the total @y,- 
Of disbursements over receipts 
would be 8591 for the year. On the 
other hand, if figured on the basis that 
the receipts during the next five months 
will be 50 per cent. less, the excess of 
disbursements over reé« eipts for the 
twelve months would be $841. 

“In one of the inclosed amendments 
approved by your honorable body is a 
previFtion that the board of examining 


engineers shall be paid for attending

to receive $260 a year instead of $180 a

ITURNED DOWN 
After the reading of the Mayors mes- 


scope of the amendment recently 
passed. He saidi that an explosion of 
a mangle occurred several months’ ago 
in a laundry, resulting in the death of 
the engineer. This occurrence made it 
evident that mrangles should be in- 
spected by the Boiler Inspector, and 
for this the amendment provided. 
The only other material change was 
the inerease in the eompensation— of 


each of the examining engineérs from 
$5 to $10 per month. As they are 
obliged to hold four meetings each 


month, Baker thought the increase no 
more than just. He therefore moved 
to reconsider: the vote by which the 
amendment was passed. 

Nickell sought .to have the matter 
referred to the Finance Committee, but 
trider objected, saying that it should 
be settled at once. 

Toll moved that arnendment be 
passed over the Mayor’s veto, ‘and 
Baker seconded. 

Toll then spoke in support of this 
motion, citing the City Auditor’s fig- 
ures to show that the receipts of the 
hoiler department are more than $uf- 
ficient to pay all its expenses, includ- 
ing salaries. He made the point that 
the revenue would have been = even 
more had Church and Little the re- 


| cently-discharged Boiler Inspector, and 


his deputy, performed their duties 
faithfully. He also pointed out the 
error of Mayor Snyder's assumption 
that the receipts of the department 
must be greater at onetime of the year 
than another. Boiler licenses are is- 
sued at all times during the year, so 
that the revenue from fees is ordinarily 
just as large in the last six months as 
in the first. That the revenue for the 
current year will be maté@vrially larger 
than that of last year. is evidenced 
by the fact that the total revenue of 
the boiler department for all of last 
fiscal Was but $1647, while the 
revenue for the first six months alone 
of the current year reached the sum of 
$1303. 

There was no further discussion, and 
the amendment was thereupon passed 
over the Mayor's veto by a _ vote of 
eight to one, Nickell alone voting in 
the negative. 

FACTS AND FIGURES. 


A subsequent reference to the City 
Auditor’s books was made by some of 
the Councilmen and the information 
thus obtained showed that the Mayor's 
conclusion that the boiler department 
is not self-sustaining is entirely erro- 
neous. 

The following is a summary for the 
six months ending October 1: 


RECEIPTS.

That the receipts are not falling off 
as the year progresses is abundantly 
evidenced by tthe fact that of the $1150 
received for inspections, $275 was col- 
lected during September by C. J. 
Dahl, the present Boiler Inspector. This 
was equalled by Church, the previous 
inspector, only in the month of June, 
and his monthly collections averaged 
only $175. Furthermore, the actual col- 
lections made by Inspector Dahl dur- 
ing September were even better than 
appears from the Auditor’s books, as 
some fees were received too late to be 
included in the monthly settlement. 
The Inspector’s books show that his 
total collections for September were 
$301, distributed as follows: Forty-five 
boilers inspected, $225; five elevators in- 
spected, $5: seventy-one engineers’ li- 
censed, $71; total, $301. During this 
month forty-five internal and 104 ex- 
ternal inspections of boilers were made, 

These facts and figures demonstrate 
that the department is being much 
more efficiently adnfinistered than un- 
der the previous inspector. It is also 
apparent that at the rate of income 
during September the reventve of the 
department would be approximately 
$3500, while the expenses, as figured by 
the Mayor himself, will be $2551. The 
statement that there is already a de- 
ficit is purely fanciful. 

VARIOUS REPORTS RECEIVED. 

The .City Auditor's report, stating 
that he had examined the reports of 
the various amounts collected by city 
officials during September, was read 
and referred to the Finance Committee, 
President Silver called the attention of 
the committee to the large amount of 
fines uncollected in the Justiceccourts. 

The recommendations of the Health 
Officer that the present sewer on Lart- 
lett street be extended to a point forty 
feet west from its westerly terminus, 
was referred to the Board ef Public 
Works. In reference to the petition of 
E. E. Wilson et al., the Health Officer 
reported that the unsanitary condition 
complained of is due to the Arroyo 
de Los Reyes, which is not a water- 
way, sO that the nuisance can only 
be abated by pumping water through 
it. The matter was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

The City Clerk reported that in the 
matter of the improvement of Lucas 
avenue from Fifth to Fourth -+#treet, 
it would be in order to pass the final 
ordinance ordering the work. Also in 
the matter of the sidewalking of Sixth 
street from Maple avenue to Wall 
street, it would be in order to pass the 
final ordinance ordering the work. Also 
in the matter of the sidewalking of 
Orchard avenue from Adams to Twen- 
ty-ninth street, it would be in order to 
pass the final ordinance. 

The accompanying ordinances were 
passed hy the Council, 

The report of the Fire Commission- 
ers recommending that the City Clerk 
be Instructed to advertise for bids for 
supplying the fire department with 
rolled barley and bran for the coming 
year, was referred to the Supply Com- 
mittee. 

The usual demands and requisitions 
were presented, 

The City Engineer presented;

FIRE-HOSE CONTRACT. 
The Supply Committee reported, re-

“Our attention having been called to 
the fact that the State law now re- 
quires that all bids for supplies shall 
contain the provision that products of 
home manufacture will be given the 
preference in awarding contracts, price 
and quality being equal, and the ad- 
vertisement for the bids in question. 
not having contained this provision, we 
deem the irregularity vital enough to 


for and that the provisions of the law 
be fully carried out. We_ therefore 
recommend that the proposals be re- 
jected; that the City Clerk be in- 
structed to readvertise f6r 5000 feet of 
fire hose, incorporating statutory pro- 
visions above mentioned.” 

Nickell offered some opposition to the 
adoption of the report, saying that the 
Council should abide by the recom- 
mendation of the Fire Commissioners. 
His views were not shared by any of 
his colleagues, and the report was 
adopted. 

The report of the Sewer Committee 


recommending the construction of 
sewers, heretofore fublished, was 
adopted. 


The City Attorney presented an ordi- 
nance of intention for widening Six- 
teenth street between Hoover and a 
point west of Bush street; also an 
ordinance for opening, widening, ex- 
tending and straightening Stanley ave- 
nue-from the interséction of San Pedro 
and Jefferson street to the south city 
limits. Both ordinances were passed. 

A petition from H. 8S. Clement and 
others asking that Herman Grill be 
appointed Meat Inspector was or- 
dered filed.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Beaudry Avenue Protestants Air 
Their Grievances. 


The hearing of protests against the 
widening of Bellevue avenue had been 
set for hearing, but on motion of Nick- 
ell it was deferred two weeks. . 

A number of property-owners were on 


the Street Superintendent in accepting 
the improvements on Beaudry avenue. 
E. E. Galbreath, Esq., their attorney, 
addressed the Council and alleged that 
the work had not been done in accord- 
ons.

THE BIBLE SAVED HIM. 


MAYNE’S CASE RESTED UPON THE 
Goon BOOK. 

The Supreme Court Orders a New 
Trial tpen a Qeestion ef Deuht 
as te Shiptern’s 
davite Charging (Coercion. 


The Supreme Court, sitting in bank 
in thie city, handed down a decision in 
the Mayne casey wherein Clifton E. 
Mayne te charged with having com- 
mitted rape upen the person of Elsie 
Shipton in this city in 1895. The opin- 
jon was rendered by Justice Harrison 
and was coneurred in by Justices 
Beatty and Van Fieet. A new trial is 
ordered. the appeal being decided in 
favor of the defendant almost entirely 
upon the question of the girl's age. At 
the trial of the case the mother of the 
girl produced a “bible in court in 
which the date of Elsie’s birth was 
said to have been entered many years 
prior to the alleged rape, it being in- 
troduced for the purpose of proving 
that Elele was under age. The ma- 
teriality of this bit of evidence, which 
was considered at the trial of no par- 
ticular consequence, is explained in the 
opinion, which ts as follows: 

“The defendant was convicted of 
in having sexual intercourse with a = 
maie child under the age of fourteen 
years, and has appealed from the judg- 
ment of conviction, and from an order 
denying a new trial, 

“There was sufficient evidence he. 
fore the jury to authorize them to find 
the fact of sexual intercourse by the 
defendant with the child, and that she 
was at the time under M years of age, 
and their verdict thereon is not open 
to review. 

‘The crime is charged to have been 
committed March 9, 1885, and for the 
purpose of establishing the age of the 
girl at that date her mother testified 
that she was born June 14, 1881. The 
progecution then offered in evidence a 
Bible in which wae entered the record 
of the birth of a gtr! named Bilste 
Bhipten (the name of the prosecuting 
witness.) on the lth of June, 1881. The 
court admitted the Bible in evidence 
against the objection of the defendant. 
“The mother testified that she made 
thie entry of Elele’s birth some time 


after the girl was born, she thought at 
some time during that year. There 


were appearances on the face of the 
entry that the date 1881. had been 
changéd by being written over after it 
had originally been written, but it does 
not appear that any other date was 
originally in the ehtry, and the mother 
testified that’ she had not changed it. 
Whether there had been a material 
alteration in the entry was. to be de- 
termined by the court when it was of- 
fered and before it should be presented 
to the jury. In the absence of any 
showing to the contrary, we must as- 


sume that the court was satisfied that 


the change was immaterial. Like mat- 
ters addressed to its discretion, its rul- 
ing in this respect is not open to re- 
view, unless it is made to appear that 
the discretion was abused. It 
does not clearly appear that 
the book in which the entry was made 
was a family Bible. There was no di- 
rect evidence of this fact, and, al- 
though the mother testified that it 
came into her possession in 1876, it was 
not shown from whom she received it 
or in what manner it came into her 
possession. Nor was it shown that the 
other persons whose births and deaths 
were entered therein were members of 
her family, or that they had the same 
or similar names. We need not, how- 
ever, determine whether the character 
of the book was sufficiently shown, 
since the court erred upon other 
grounds in permitting the entry to be 
read in evidence. 

“An entry in a family Bible is a 
written declaration of a fact made out 
of court, not under the sanction of an 
oath, or with any opportunity to test 
its correctness by means of cross-ex- 
amination. It is but a declaration by 
the person who made the entry, and, 
is of the same CHaracter as any other 
declaration, whether written or oral. 
Beirig made in a book where entries. 
of the same nature are often made, 
it is entitled to greater weight by 
reasons of formality than would be a 
simélar verbal declaration, but the 
principles upon which it is received 
in evidence are the same as govern 
verbal declaration of the same fact. 
It is hear-say evidence, subject to the 
same general rule by which ‘that class 
of evidence is governed, that the fact 
sought to be established cannot be 
otherwise shown. This rule was. re- 


‘cently established by Chief Justice 


Marshall, in the following terms: 
‘Hearsay evidence is incompetent to 
establish any specific facts, which fact 
is in its nature susceptible of being 
proved by witnesses who speak from 
their own knowledge.’ Such evidence 
is admitted in matters of pedigree, 
but, as Mr. Greenleaf says, ‘The rule 
of admission is restricted to the decla- 
rations of the deceased persons who 
Were related by blood or marriage to 


the person.’ Taylor, in his treatise on 
Evidence, ninth edition, says: ‘Where 
however, the declarant is himself 


alive and capable of being examined, 
his. declarations will be rejected;’ and 
in the American notes to this edi- 
tion it is said: ‘A familiar form of 
record is the family Bible. Declara- 
tions in such form of facts of pedi- 
gree, made by deceased members of 
the family, are competent evidence 
of the facts therein stated.’ These 
principles have been incorporated into 
the provisions relating to evidence in 
the statutes of this State. In part 
four of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
after declaring the general principles 
governing the admissibility of evi- 
dence, section 1870 declares: ‘In con- 
formity with the preceding provisions, 
evidence may be given at a trial of the 
following facts: (4.) The act 
or declaration, verbal or written, of a 
deceased person in respect to the re- 
lationship, birth, marriage or death of 
any person related by blood or mar- 
riage to such deceased person. ... 
(13.) Monuments and inscriptions in 
public places ag evidence of common 
reputations, and entries in family Bi- 
bles, or other family s or charts, 
engravings on rings, family portraits 
and the like, as evidence of the pedi- 


“By the preceding sections which 
control the admission of evidence of the 
facts thus enumérated, and which 
merely declare the rules of evidence 
previously existing, the declaration or 
statement of a third person is admis- 
sible only in certain exceptional cases. 
The provision in this section permit- 
ting evidence to be received of the writ- 
ten declaration of a deceased person in 
the instances there mentioned, makes 
it evident that the declaration of a liv- 
ing person is not to he = received. 
Neither does the section authorize the 
admission of a written declaration 
simply because it is made in a family 
Bible, unless it is otherwise admissthie 
as a written declaration: and such en- 
try, when admissible, isonly to be re- 
ceived ‘as evidence of pedigree.’ Al- 
though the term ‘pedigree’ includes the 
facts of birth, marriage and death, and 
the times when these events happened, 
and evidence of thesé facts is perti- 
nent for the purpose of establishing 
pedigree, the several facts or either of 
them do not of themselves constitute 
marriage, and in a case in which the 
age of an individual is the issue to be 
determined, is not a case of pedigree. 
‘A case is not necessarily a case of 
pedigree because it may involve ques- 
tions of birth. parentage, age or rela- 
tionship. Where these questions are 
merely incidental and the judgement 
will simply establish a debt or a per- 
son's liability on a contract, or his 
proper settiement a8 @ pauper, and 
things of that nature, the case ie not 
one of pedigree, although questions of 
marriage, legitimacy, death or birth 
are incidentally inquired of.” In Legitt 
ve. Boyd, 3 Wend, 376, the defense of 
infancy was made to an action upon a 
promissory note, and in suppert of this 
defense the family Bible of the parents 
was offered, in which the entry of his 
birth had heen made 


the mother.

examined. ‘tireenteaf va. Dubuque, etc, 
Co., lowa, 301, wae an action 
to recover damages for negligence in 
causing the death ef @ person, and for 
the purpose of establishing his age ae 
an element in determint the amount 
of damages. The plainti® was allowed 
to show the date of bis birth from an 
entry in the family Bible. This wae 
held to be error on the ground that 
it was not shown that: the person who 
made the entry was dead.

Law, O98. the 
family register of birthe and death= 
was held admissible te shew the age 
of the plaintiff for the purpose of de- 
termining whether the action wae 
barred by the statute of limitations, 
upon the ground that the father who 
made the entry was ett] alive. the 
court saying entries stand on 
no higher footing than other dectara- 
tien, and are entitled to neo higher 
consideration, exeept that if made at 
the time the fact ceeurred they are more 
reliable. The admissibility in evidence 
of these facts is limited im the secten 
above referred to fram Greenieaf to 
cases Where they are iIneldentally and 
in relation to pedigree, uF an eoniry 
by a deceared parent or other relative, 
made ina Hible, family mineal, or any 
other of in any deeument or 
paper stating the faet and date of the 
birth. marriage of death of a child ar 
other relative. rewarded aa the decia. 
ration of such parent og relative in a 
matter of pedigree.” Tayler saya:

lative, but was of an entirely different 
character from any other evidence in 
reference to the child’s age, and the 
jury inay well have given it a credit by 
reason of its formality and apparent 
authenticity, which they would not 
grant to the living witness who testified 
respecting the age. 

“The motion for a new trial was de- 
nied and.judgment sentencing the de- 
fendant to imprisonment in the State 
Prison,, rendered and entered, Novem- 
ber 23, 1895, and on the same day the 
‘present appeal was taken from this 
judgment and order. September 21, 
1896, the defendant made a motion to 
set aside the order denying his motion 
for a new trial, and offered to read 
several affidavits in support of his mo- 
tion. The court refused to entertain 
the motion, or to hear or consider the 
affidavits. From the order thus refus- 
ing to hear his application the de- 
fendant has taken an appeal« The At- 
torney-General has moved to dismiss 
this appeal. This motion must be 
granted. By the appeal from the qr- 
der denying a new trial the subject 
matter of that order was removed ftom 
the Superior Court, and while the ap- 
peal was pending that court had no 
jurisdiction to change -the order. Be- 
sides, an order refusing to hear a mo- 
tion to set aside a former order deny- 
ing a new trial, is not appealable. 

“The appeal from the order of Sep- 
tember 21, 1896, is dismissed. The judg- 
ment and order denying a new trial 
are reversed, and a new trial ordered.” 

The affidavits referred to in the opin- 
ion were presented to Judge Smith 
when the appeal was taken, but he re- 
fused to entertain a motion to submit 
them in support of a motion for a new 
trial previously made. The affidavits 
were, however, incorporated in the 
appeal. They were important from 
the fact that several of the witnesses 
for the prosecution had made sworn 
statements to the effect that their evi- 
dence on the stand was false in essen- 
tial points, and that it was given un- 
der influence from those endeavoring to 
convict’ Mayne. *Among the more im- 
portant of these is Della Shipton, sis- 
ter of Elsie upon whom Mayne was 


‘charged with having committed rape 


and who was adopted by Mayne in San 
Francisco and brought to this city 
with consent of the mother. Della was 
one of the most important witnesses 
placed on the stand by thé prosecu- 
tion. After Mayne'’s conviction, she 
made the following affidavit: 

AFFIDAVIT OF DELLA SHIPTON. 
State of California, county of Los 

Angeles, ss. 

_ Della Shipton being duly sworn, says: 

“My name is Della Shipton. I re- 
side in the city and county of Los 
Angeles, with my mother.. I was a wit- 
ness for the State in the case of the 
People vs. C. E. Mayne. My sister 
Elsie was the prosecuting witness. This 
affidavit is made by me and 
of my own free will and wish. I sol- 
emnly swear, trusting God to be my 
judge, that the following facts, to- 
wit.: are the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth: 

“First—All the testimony I gave at 
the trial of C. E. Mayne was false. | 
I was forced by threats to say what I 
did. C. E. Mayne was not in bed with 
me and Elsie, as testified to by me. 
Elsie repeatedly before and after the 
trial told me that C. E. Mayne did 
not have criminal relations with her. 
I was forced to make an affidavit that 
Cc. E. Mayne had criminal relations 
with me, although it was false. Elsie 
told me she had made the affidavit 
charging her with having criminal re- 
lations with him, because she was 
threatened by Mrs. Mayne and Mrs. 
Wright, who told her she would be put 
on the street without a place to go and 
would be an outcast. In fact, on the 
29th amd 30th of March, 1895, I know 
Cc. E. Mayne was not in Los Angle, 
because I remember distinctly that C. 
E. Mayne was taken sick at Mrs. 
Wright's on the 2ist day of March; 
that C. E. Mayne was confined to his 
hed six days, and on the seventh day 
went down to his office, and Elsie and 
I were much worried, because he was 
not really able to be out; and the rec- 
ond day after that, which was Friday, 
the 29th of March, he went to San 
Diego. I remember these dates and 
facts distinctly, because I and Hisle 
were worrying all the time for fear 
he would get worse at Ban Diego, and 
not be able to return for some time. 
He was gone several days, and, there- 
fore, could not have been at Wright's 
house on the nights of 20th and 30th of 
March. 

“His conduct toward us was that 
of a kind father, and never did an 
improper act, but was, on the con- 
trary. very strict as to teachings. 

“After the preliminary exaniination, 
hecause I rebelled against the testi- 
mony that I had heen forced to give, I 
threatened to confess the truth, and | 
did tell my mother that I had testified 
falsely. 1 was locked up in a home 
for fallen women, the Florence Home, 
and compelled to asseciate with mor- 
phine fiends and low disreputable char- 
acters and kept there six weeks, until 
I agreed to testify at the trial againet 
Cc. BE. Mayne: and when they teck me 
put, | was placed under $2000 bond, and 
in default was placed in custedy of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wright. where I was 
guarded conetantly, and not allowed to 
see or communicate with my mother, 
grandfather or any of my friends or 
relations, and was teld that | would 
he went to Whittier Reform Beheo! if I 
didn't say what I was told to testify 
to at the trial. My mether was er- 
rested and locked in jell, because «he 
tried te see me and Hiele: and all 
these things #o terrified me that I gave 
the teetimony.

THE HOLLYWOOD CEMETERY. 


Judge Allen Sustains the Injunction 
in Favor of the County. 


The county came out successfully in 
its suit against the Hollywood Ceme- 
tery Association, a decision being 
rendered by Judge Allen yesterday. 
The action was brought to restrain the 
association from laying out certain 
cemetery grounds, the county *ontend- 
ing that in doing so the association 
violated an ordinance passed tu regu- 
late the establishment of -ccemeteries 
and erematories in the jinterest~ of 
public health. 

The ordinance passed by the Board 
of Supervisors restricted the location 

nd establishment of cemeteries and 
crematories to the will of the board, 
and with the proviso that all applica- 
tions should set forth a description of 
the property intended for such use by 
metes and bounds, etc., the petition to 
be published in some newspaper for 
a period of thirty days prior to the 
hearing. 

The county in its complaint alleges 
that in direct violation of the ordi- 
nance the association is going ahead on 
permanent improvements and that the 
health of the community is greatly en- 
dangered. 

The cemetery association filed a gen- 
eral demurrer, accompanied by several 
affidavits, in which it is stated that 
before the passage of the ordinance 
the establishment of a cemetery at 
that point was projected, and that be- 
fore the commencement of this action 
it had let contracts for work and work 
was in progress in connection with such 
cemetery. It further shows that said 
land is two and one-half miles outside 
of the present city limits of the city of 
Los Angeles, and three miles or more 
from any thickly-settled portion there- 
of, and is in a sparsely-settied locality. 

In the demurrer it is contended that 
the ordinance in question is invalid. 
by virtue of the fact that it deprives 
the citizen of the use of his property 
without due process of law; second, 
that the subject matter of the ordi- 
nance is not a thing within the police 
or sanitary regulations conferred upon 
boards of supervisors; third, that it 
arbitrarily places the rights to 4 legiti- 
mate, useful and necessary us of pri- 
vate property under the control of 
the Board of Supervisors; fourth, that 
it is unequal in its operations, per- 
mitting present owners of a cemetery 
already dedicated to unrestrictedly use 
their property, while forbidding the 
same rights to others. 

Judge Allen says: “We are first led 
to inquite whether or not the establish- 
ment of a cemetery is a business which 
may be well presumed to have an in- 
jurious tendencey. It is safe to say 
that the interment of animal matter in 
the soll is a menace to public health. 
+» “Phis court is not catled upon to 
pass upon individual cases where, in 
practical operation, the ordinance was 
oppressive, discriminating and unjust. 
This defendant has never been refused 
the right to locate a cemetery at the 
point named. There is nothing in the 
case which requires this court to pass 
upon the questions of fact presented 
by the affidavits. All officers are pre- 
sumed to do their duty, and it will be 
presumed that if this is a proper place 
for the location of a cemetery, and, in 
the opinion of the Board of Bupervisers, 
the interment of human bodies in the 
soll is proper under any circumstances, 
they may grant defendant permission to 
locate and establish a cemetery as it 
requests, We cannot anticipate an ad. 
verse finding, should a petition he 
presented. The defendant is not de- 
prived of ite property or ite use without 
process of law. 

“The owner of a lot within a ceme- 
tery, who has purchased it for the pur- 
poses of burtal, holds the same subject 
to the right of the city te prohibit 
further burials within the cemetery. 

“The right to prohibit burials in a 
certain district rests upon the propost- 
tion that any burial in that district ts 
injurious to the public health, 

“It may be that the Supervisers of 
thie county will determine that any 
burial within the county te injurious to 
the public health, and prohitit burials 
within the county. If such he their de- 
termination, that question can be pre- 
sented in the preper way, but net in 
thie case. Ut time enough, after a 
due oheervance of the law and the or- 
dinances, and after a refusal to permit 
the use of the preperty, for parties te 
complain of being deprived of tte use 
without due precess of law. They can- 
net be heard te anticipate adverse ac- 
tien wpen their application.

charge under this act shall release or 
affect any person liable for the same 
debt for or with the debtor, either as 
partner, joint contractor, indorser, 
gurety or otherwise. It would seem ap- 
parent, therefore, that if the purpose 
of the offer is to prove, and the testi- 
mony does tend to prove, that the debt 
was conceived in fraud. it is admis- 
sible, not as an attack upon or at- 
tempt to set aside the order of dis- 
charge, but as showing that the debt 
is one not affected thereby. And if the 
purpose is to prove, and the evidence 
tends to prove, that the discharge was 
fraudulently obtained, and that the 
facts constituting the fraud were dis- 
covered subsequent to the discharge, 
the same ruling should be made. Sec- 
tion 53 of the act of 1880 provides that 
any creditor whose debt was proved or 
provable against the estate in insolv- 
ency, who shall see fit to contest the 
validity of the discharge on the ground 
that it was fraudulently obtained, and 
who has discovered the facts constitut- 
ing the fraud subsequent to the dis- 
oharge, may at any time within two 
years apply to the court to have it an- 
nulled, ‘or if the same shall have been 
pleaded the effect thereof may be 
avoided collaterally upon any such 
grounds,’ 

In conclusion Judge Clark stated .

WATER SUIT DECIDED. 
Supreme Court Acts in the San 
Diege City Water Case, 

The first opinion handed down by the 
State Bupreme Court yesterday now 
eitting in bank In this city, was in the 
case of T. J. Higgins, a contractor, et 
al, va, the City of San Diego et al, 
and the San Diego Water Company, 
appeliants, in which the judgement of 
the lower court was reversed. The 
case had been up before the Bupreme 
Court before, and the former opinion 
isn new greatly modified,

“The result of this discussion is that 
our former judgment must be modified 
so far as it directs the future proceed- 
ings in the Superior Court. We can- 
not direct the Superior Court to enter 
a judgment upon the findings for the 
reasonable value to the city of the use 
of the water company’s plant, of the 
water supplied, because it does not ap- 
pear that the claims of the water com- 
pany accrued at a time when there was 
unappropriated revenue to meet them, 
and it will be necessary for the court to 
ascertain as the basis of its judgment 
against the city just when the claims 
of the water company for reasonable 
value of use, etc., equalled the amount 
of unappropriated revenues for the 
respective fiscal years during which the 
city had the use of the water company’s 
plant. Claims for the use of plant and 
value of water supplied after such 
times are like other claims upon ex- 
hausted revenues, void, and will not 
warrant a judgment of any character. 

“The judgment of the Superior Court 
is reversed.” 


THE BALEFUL OPTIC, 


_ Its Erratic Owner, B. Duncan, Did 
not Materialize Yesterday. 

Yesterday, before the Supreme Court 
en banc, the motion of the defendant in 
the case of Duncan vs, The Times- 
Mirror Company, to strike out Dun- 
can’s brief upon the ground of its im- 
pertinence and irrelevancy, came on 
to be heard, and at the same time the 
attorneys of The Times, Hon. Stephen 
M. White and Henry T. Gage, Esq., 
pressed a motion to dismiss the appeal 
upon the ground that the so-called 
brief was not a document recognized 
by the rules of the court, and that 
nothing complying with the provisions 
of the rules regarding a brief having 
been filed, a dismissal was necessarily

dant and the defendant’s attorneys in 
a most unwarrantable manner. When 
the case was heard, D. Allen, who ap- 
pears as an attorney in conjunction 
with Duncan, arose and stated that 
the “Colonel” had been in his office 
during the morning hour, and that he 
expected him to be present, but that 
he had reason to believe that sickness 
had intervened, and that he feared he 
would not be able to enjoy the benefits 
of Col. Duncan’s superior knowledge of 
the situation. He expressly deciared 
that he was not very conversant with 
the case, and trusted that the court 
would not press him to a hearing in 
the absence of the “Colonel.” Mr. 
White and Mr. Gage, representing The 
Times, stated that they did not wish 
to embarrass Mr. Allen, whom they 
did not consider in any way respon- 
gible for the peculiar record presented 
to the court, and that they would be 
glad to have Duncan present.

A CIRCULAR CHECK. In order to 
counteract the loss of exchange busi- 
ness caused by the money-order sys- 
tem of the postoffice and express com- 
, panies, the Georgia Bankers’ Associa- 
tion recently adopted a circular check, 
Which is said to havc met with great 
favor both from the banks and the pub- 
lic. After discussing for some time the 
best means of ‘competing with the 
monevy-order system. a circular check 
Was devised, which is payable at par 
at any bank belonging to the Georgia 
Association, at two banks in each of 
the States of Alabama, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, at a. bank in each of the 
States of Arkansas, Florida, Missis- 
@ippi, South Carolina and Michigan, 
and at the National City Bank of New 
York. The amount for which check® 
of this kind may be issued is limited 
to $50. 

The banks in the other Southern 
States named above readily agreed to 
cash these circular checks, because 
they are well secured, and by cashing 
them, these banks cet a considerable 
amount of New York exchange at par, 


while for a greater part of the year 
it is worth a premium in the South, 
To have their names printed on the 
back of the circular checks is also 


worth something to these banks. The 
United States Investor says: 

“The circular check has been in use 
since June 1, 1897, and has given com- 
plete satisfaction.

issue these circular checks and charge 
exactly the same rates for such ex- 
change as are charged by the post- 
office department for money orders for 
equal amounts.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—The bear campaign 
on the Stock Exchange today finds its proto- 
type dn that of the iustricus French mon- 
arch who led his, army up the hill, and then 
led them down again. Only the anterior 
maneuver “on the part of the stock market 
bears was that of pretended retreat. In their 
acute apprehensions over the prespective de- 
cline im prices they sold numerous stocks 
which they did not possess, and induced some 
few other persons to sell their holdings. But 
the large part of the selling proved to be 
confinea to the professional reactionists. The 
failure to induce any large liquidation, and 
the news of widespread rains in the West, 
breaking the long-continued drought, admcn- 
ished the bears to secure stocks with which 
to fill selling contracts they had made. Their 
buying to cover carried the market back over 
about the same course it had followed, so 
that the net changes are very narrow in 
almost all cases. This was true even of 
Chicago Gas, which ranged over more than 
two points in a very erratic manner, and on 
large transactions. It was true also of Con- 
solidated Gas, which took one of its choice 
tumbles ot four points, and then recovered. 
The marked declines of the morning were in 
the Southwestern stocks, particularly ;the 
Grangers, rising above Saturday's level. 
Statements of railroad carnings for the first 
week in October received during the day 
showed continued improvements. Actual rates 
for sterling exchange fell again to 2.84% for 
demand, and to 4.82% for sixty days. This is 
said to be at the gold-import point, in spite 
of the fact that the Bank of England today 
advanced its price for American eagles to 
(Os ‘lod, against 76s 614d at the time last 
week's engagements were reported. Rates 
for time money continued easy, and there 
was good demand for commercial paper, 
which was also in good supply, notwithstand- 
ing the cessation of the bear attacks on the 
market and the subsidence of the apprehen- 
sions that have recently beset some of the 
traders, the buying was as much confined to 
the bears as the selling had been, and there 
was little indication of any resumption of 
widespread and affecting interest in the mar- 
ket. Bonds were rather dull, but generally 
improved -before the close. Total sales were 
$1,600,000. U. S. old fours were 4% higher bid.

GENERAL EASTERN MARKETs. 


Grain and Produce, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 11.—December wheat which 
closed Friday at 915% opened today at 91@901\ 
cents. This was the result of the rain which 
the Weather Bureau reported covering nearly 
the entire drought-stricken district. Outside 


of this important factor, news favored higher 
rices. e Liverpool market opened \d 
igher. Receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis 


were 1470 cars, against iol8 cars a week ago, 
and 1709 the corresponding day last year. The 
world’s shipments last week were lighter at 
7,651,000 ubshels, against 9.244,000 bushels the 
previous week, and 10,315,000 bushels the cor- 
responding week a year ago. Supplies on 
ocean passage showed a decrease for the week 
of 240,000 bushels. St. Louis reported the sale 
early of 100,000 bushels of No. 2 red winter 
wheat to go to New Orleans for export. The 
market advanced at once to 91%@91\%. It re- 
acted to 91\,@91\, but such good buying was 
encountered that an advance to 914%@01% 
soon ensued. The government crop report was 
expected today, and this fact made trading 
very limited as the session advanced, with 
the price keeping close to Friday's values. 
London cables reporte. that the drought in 
the Argentine Republic had been broken by 
rains on Friday and Saturday. Liverpool 
closed rather weak, but the continental cen- 
ters were all higher and apparently regarded 
with complacency the breaking of the 
drought on the Western Hemisphere. A Lon- 
don cablgram reported ‘a deficiency of 50 per 
cent, In the wheat yield of four important 
provinces in Russia. The English visible sup- 
ply increased 491,000 bushels during last week, 
while the domestic visible increased 1,690,000 
bushels. Vessel room was chartered here for 
600,000 bushels No. 2 spring wheat, the bal- 
ance of. the lot sold to Liverpool last week. 
One of the significant items of the day was 
the official report of 280,000 bushels of wheat 
from India last week. This is the first im- 
portant shipment from that country in many 
months, and is taken a8 a straw indicating 
the crop outiook there. This caused May 
wheat to sell 1 cent below December at one 
time. Reports on today's export business 
varied, some estimates placing the engage- 


ments as high as cizhty beatioeds. After sell- 
ing at 091%. December slowly eased of 


to 91%, and was bringing 91%@91% at the 
close. Corn was affected more or less by the 
breaking of the drought. Local shorts were 
the principal sellers. The visible increased 
655,000 bushels, Charters were for 356,000 
bushels. December ranged from 29 to 28%, 
clpsing at 28%@28%. The market for oats 
weak, and prices ruled slightly lower 
throughout. December ranged from 19% to 
19%, closed %@™% cent lower at 19% bid.

THE ACTIVE BURGLAR CAUGHT 
AT LAST. 

He Proves to be a Negro and Pleads 
Guilty—Lively Time. in the City 
Council—No More Shade Trees 
to be Ruined. 


PASADENA, Oct. 11.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Pasadena’s burglar has 
captured, and is now behind the bars of the 
Los Angeles jail. He is a negro, and was 
caught between 2 and 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing by Night Watchman Wright. He was cap- 
tured with a lot of booty in his possession 
which he had just secured from a Grand-ave- 
nue residence. 

he officer was patrolling his beat when 
he saw a wan going up the street with his 
arms full, and balancing a bundle on his 
head. When first seen the man was crossing 
a lawn, and Wright called to him to stop, 
receiving a reply to the effect that it was all 
right, and that he lived in the house. 
Wright knew the man did not live in the 
house, and hurrying after him found the 
stranger sitting on the back porch. As soon 
as the officer stepped toward him the negro 
reached for his hip pocket, but Wright was 

too quick for him, and ordered the stranger 
to hold up his hands. Wright’s assistant took 
from the burglar’s pocket a pearl-handled 
revolver, which subsequently proved to have 
been stolen from a room in Dr. J. B. Tal- 
cott’s barn at No, 297 South Orange Grove 
avenue. 
F The burglar was brought to the Marshal’s 
office and refused to give any name. Per- 
sistent questioning availed nothing beyond 
the statement that ‘‘any old name would do.’’ 
“Call me Brown, James Brown; that’s a good 
name,’’ and as Brown he was booked. 

The valise he carried contained a bronze 
clock, a laree quantity of silverware, an 
onyx clock, and a quantity of ladies’ and 
gentlemen’s fine clothing.

LIVELY COUNCIL MEETING. 

The regular session of the City Trustees 
was considerably enlivened today when the 
matter of a track to the rear of the Doty 
Block was under consideration, and E. C.

Olive Buyers in the Field—Orange 
Matters Discussed. 

POMONA, Oct. 11.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Olive buyers have been steadily at 
work through this section for a considerable 
time, and as a result a large portion of the 
fruit has been quietly contracted. Some va- 
rieties of the fruit is getting into pickling 
condition, and the harvest of the crop will 
be under way in a short time. Many of the 
growers who have been studying varieties 
will begin next spring to overhaul their 


orchards, and the poorer varieties will be te-, 


moved to make way for those which have 
demonstrated superiority. There is no kind 
of fruit which varies more in quality than 
olives, and in making the proposed change 
it seems to be the plan to tend more to the 
growth of pickle varieties than oil varieties. 

The Executive Committee of the Pomona 


Fruit Exchange held a meeting Saturday and 
balloted on the selection of a manager for 


the coming year. It was found impossible, 
showever, to agree upon a man, and the mat- 
ter was referred to the board of directors. 
The manager will doubtless be appointed in 
the course of a few days. The exchange peo- 
ple all speak in a way indicative of the out- 
look for the coming year, though the opinion 
prevails that Pomona will not contribute much 
fruit for the holiday trade this year. The 
fruit looks as though but little would be 
ready for shipment before the first of the 
ear. 

The concert given by the orchestra of the 
Methodist Church Saturday evening was not 
so well patronized as its merit deserved, but 
contributed something to the exchequer of the 
promoters. Several numbers were roundly 
encored. 

It is understood that at least some of the 
City Trustees are studying the plans adopted 
in other cities for protecting street trees, with 
a view to taking similar action here. There 
are many beautiful trees on the streets of 
Pomona, but there is no system in caring for 
them or planting new ones, while they are 
absolutely at the mercy of vandals. There is 
some talk of establishing a street-+ree com- 
mission, patterned after the Riverside com- 
mission, which shall. have power to ‘regulate 
the planting, pruning and removal of street 
tree8 in all parts of town.

WATER-FRONT SHOOTING. 


Point Loma Hotel Nearing Comple- 
tion—New Chula Vista Road 
Opened for Travel—Public Serv- 
ice Examination in December. 
Mining Company Organized. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 11.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Physicians have not been able to find 
the bullet in the body of Henry Washington, 
who was shot early Sunday evening on lower 
H street by Jack Bevington, better known as 
“Jack the Ripper,’’ although it has been 
probed for a depth of about six inches. The. 
ball entered just above and back of the left 
hip in the fleshy part of the body, taking a 
forward course. The physicians have decided 
not to probe further for the ball at the pres- 
ent time, believing that it will care for it- 
self and perhaps give the negro but little 
trouble in the future. The bullet is from a 
32-caliber hammerless’ pistol, of English 
.make. Buxom Mrs. Washington removed 
the fortifications from the entrance of the lit- 
tle opening up for busi- 
hess, as has been the custom of her alleged 
English paramour, and proceeded to dispense 
groceries and Yankee notions to the throng 
of purchasers along the water front. She is 
now acting as proprietress of the -establish- 
ment and seems to be very well satisfied 
with the turn of affairs that has made her 
“‘de boss ob de business.’’ 

Bevington wore but few clothes when gath- 
ered in by the officers last evening, but today 
he was supplied by the negro woman, who 
locked up her store long enough to visit the 
cena Jail with a supply, of wearing ap- 

rel. 

The water front is considerably worked up 
over the shooting, and there may be further 
trouble over the affair. Bevington was pre- 
viously sentenced to a term in the State’s 
prison for shooting a man by the name of 
White, but subsequently the sentence was 
changed to a term in the County Jail, which 
he served, also paying White’s doctor bill 
and expenses while recovering from the 
wounds, amounting to about $500. : 

This morning Bevington was charged with 
assault with a deadly weapon with intent to 
commit murder.

Life of a Desperado Ended by a 
Bullet—Protection District Dis- 
organized — Herbert Barlow is 
Granted a New Trial—William 
Schutte at Liberty.: 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 11.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] By a resolution of the Board of 
Supervisors today Orange county eame into 
possession of 160 acres in the Santiago Cafion, 
to be used as a public park. The new prop- 
erty is part of the San Joaquin ranch, and is 


tendered to the Supervisors several months 
ago, but not until today was the deed passed 
for record, and a formal acceptance made. 

It is the intention of the board to make 
some improvements to the property in the 
way. of changing the line of road through 
the park. An inspector will also be ap- 
pointed to ward off sheep herders, and to 
guard the property in other ways. The park 
comprises what is known as _ the Santiago 
‘picnic grounds, and is heayily wooded with 
live oak and sycamore trees.. The Santiago 
Creek runs through the park: 

The text of the resolution adopted by the 


as follows: 

‘Whereas, the Irviné Company, a corpora- 
tion, by its president, James Irvine, and 
secretary, C. F. Krauss, has of its own free 
will granted to the eounty of Orange by a 
good and sufficient deed, all that tract of land 
known as the picnic grounds, and compris- 
ing 160 acres, to Have and to hold forever as 
a public park, subject only to such condi- 
tions as will best secure to the people a 
the advantages of a pleasure resort, wit 
none of the evils and exactions that frequently 
accompany such privileges; therefore be it 

‘Resolved, that the Board of Supervisors 
of the said county of Orange, for and in be- 
half of the people hereby accept the afore- 
said donation for the purpose specified, and 
returhs sincere thanks to the grantor of this 
Magnificent gift, trusting that the good care 
and wise use of the same may be a perpetual 
tribute of praise for the kindly feelings that 
prompted the benefaction.’’

‘known as “Chapo,”’ was a verdict that he 
came to his death by a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by Vicente Reyes in self-defense. Reyes 
is still in the County Jail, but will probably 
be released at the preliminary examination. 
He is likely to be looked upon as a sort of 
hero for having brought ‘‘Chapo’’ down at 
the end of a long reign of terror.

NO PROTECTION DISTRICT. 

The protection district which the Board of 
Supervisors proposed to form in order to 
build a jetty along the bank of the Santa 
Ana River to protect property in Garden 
Grove and Westminster from wash out, has 
been disorganized and all proceedings to that 
end abandoned. The district was to be formed 
of property-holders in the country west of 
the river, who were to be assessed a pro 
rata amount to bear the expense of building 
a jetty projecting into the middle of the 
stream at a point near Olive. It was thought 
that by thus confining the river’s course the 
annual overflow which floods the country in 
question might be averted,

TURNER TURNED UP. 


A YOUNG DESPERADO LODGED IN 
THE COUNTY JAIL. 


Caught While on a Visit to His 
Syweetheart—He Stayed Just One 
Day Too Long for Safety—Said 
to be a Bad, Bad Man. 


Lou Turner, who has been wanted in Los 
Angeles-county for three years to answer to 
a charge of assault to murder, but who could 
not be found by the officers; is in jail and 
will be tried. 

He was captured yesterday ranch, 
near Norwalk, where he was at work.

Fate of Constable Beyer’s Victim 
Hanging in the Balance. 


The trial of Pierre Bertrand on the 
charge of petty larceny was’ resumed 
before Justice Morrison yesterday 
afternoon.

THE CASEBEER MYSTERY | 


OFFICERS CANNOT MAKE THE 
STORIES ‘TOLD AGREE, 


The Victim Sticks to One Statement 
and His Son-in-law Flatly Con- 
tradicts Him=Neighbors Taking 
a Hand in the Matter. 


Mystery still surrounds the assault 
upon Joseph W. Casebeer of Santa Bar- 
bara, who was.found raving at the 
corner of Third and Lucas streets 
Sunday morning, from the effects of a 
heating administered by two unknown 
men. 

Suspicion has been attached to Case- 
beer’s son-in-law, I. B. Williams, of 
INO. 15386 Rockwood avenue, With 
his relaMonship has been strained for 
some time. 

Mr. Casebeer stated yesterday that 
he had his daughter, Mrs. Williams, 


arrested some time ago on a forgery 
charge, but the case was dismissed. 


Mrs. WiNiams then retaliated with a 
suit for $10,000 damages for false im- 
prisonment. With the intention of 
meeting his daughter and compromis- 
ing this suit, he left Santa Barbara 
on Saturday morning. Upon his arrival 
here, 
ter, who refused to admit him to her 
house, and angry words followed, Dur- 
ing the altercation, Williams, Case- 
beer says, played an important pari, 
Shortly after he left his daughter's 
house, he noticed two men following 
him. At Third and Lueas streets they 
assaulted him, breaking a heavy cane 
over his head and rendering him in- 
sensible. 

Ii was not until yesterday morning 
that he completely recovered from the 
effects of. the blow. He then stated 
that he had not been robbed, and the 
police are satisfied tnat he is telling 
the facts, as his gold watch, together 
with a gold Masonic pin and $2 in 
money were found upon his person 
when he was taken in charge by the 
officers on Sunday morning. 

A telegram received from Mrs. Lord, 
Casebeer’s housekeeper and book- 
keeper at Santa Barbara, states that 
before he left she placed $350 in b'lls 
in the bank-book which he_ carried 
when assaulted. This Casebeer says is 
correct, but does not say this money 
was stolen. The disposition he made 
of the $350 he refuses to state. 

“The assault Was not made upon me 
with any intent to rob, and I wasn’t 
rebbed,.”’ he said yesterday. ‘Yes, that 
telegram is correct. I had that amount 
of money when I came to Los Angeles, 
and while I havn’t it now, I wasn’t 
robbed of it. I must refuse to sav 
anything further regarding the affair 
at present. The detectives are hand- 
ling the case.” 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Williams refuse 
to say anything regarding the assault 
except that Mr. Casebeer did not call 
at the house Saturday evening as he 
says he did. They deny that they 
knew of his presence in this city until 
Sunday morning. Mrs. Williams spoke 
bitterly of the eccentricities of her 
father, whom she characterized. as a 
miser. She stated last night that she 
couldn't and didn’t believe that the 
man was injured, but acknowledged 
that she hadn’t seen .fit to visit the 
Receiving Hospital in order to ascertain 
the truth of the reports to that effect. 

S. R. Cokely, who lives in the house 
next to that occupied by the Williams 
family, was seen by a Times reporter 
jJast night. When asked as to his 
knowledge of the affair, Mr. Cokely 
assumed a mysterious air and refused 
to say anything. ‘You needn’t ques- 
tion me, because I have given my word 
to the proper parties that I would say 
nothing about it,” he said. “No, I 
won't say that I didn’t hear an alter- 
cation, nor will I say I did. I must give 
the same answer to your question re- 
garding a cab: I won’t say I didn’t 
hear or see one, nor will I say I did. 
My word has been given, and I won’t 
say anything.” 

“To whom do you refer when you say 
you have given your word to the ‘proper 
parties,’’’ was asked. 

“IT must refuse to answer that ques- 
tion, also,”’ replied Mr. Cokely, with 
additional mystery. ‘‘No, I won’t say 
that it was not Mr. Williams that I 
promised, nor will I say that it was Mr. 
Williams. I won't say nothing.” 

And there the matter rests for the 
present. Mr. Casebeer is steadily im- 
proving, and is out of all danger, al- 
though still kept in the Receiving Hos- 
pital. It is supposed that the detec- 
tives working on the case prefer to 
keep him under surveillance until they 
have arrived at some definite result in 
their investigations,
